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•H Chief of Staff for Intelligence. Army; the Director of Naval Intelligence; and 

the Assistant Chief of Staff, Intelligence, Air Force, shall also participate as 
members of the committee. 

h. The Chairman of COMIREX, as necessary, shall call upon member 
agencies engaged in imagery reconnaissance or exploitation Tinder the purview 
of this directive to provide consultants to assist the committee^
